Just so we can begin the discussion, I looked at the contactor fee schedule and chatted with Marty briefly on 
Monday. Very quick and dirty # as we'd need to revisit timing of call outs and actual time estimates, but I think a 
ballpark cost would be about $500 (maybe a little more with bags and supplies) for one pick outside of our regular hours 
would be . If you want to explore further we can chat with Marty at EHS and Justin at DDPHE (he's our contract 
manager) and I've looped him into the email. The contract with EHS is housed with DDPHE but its set up so multiple 
agencies can use it. SO PW uses it and we pay for the work they do on our behalf, and Parks uses it and pays for the 
work they request. I don't think it would be difficult for DPD to also establish a work procedure with them and use the 
same contract.
